Hanlon, how- 
ever, threw discretion ro the wind and 
tried to put in a finishing blow. He 
fought so recklessly, however, that it 
proved his downfall, McGovern going at 
him so viciously that almost before the 
spectators realized he had the Californian 
helpless. 


Slugged With Both Hands. 


In the first round each man slugged 
with both hands, during which McGovern 
hooked his left to the neck and sent in 
two uppercuts, making Hanlon break 
ground. McGovern uppercut Hanlon with 
a right and then hooked a hard left 
to the Californian’s chin. McGovern fol- 
lowed this up with a right and left 
swing to the head, and Hanlon retaliated 
by putting four straight lefts to Mc- 
Govern’s face and a right swing to the 
head as the bell rang. 

McGovern started off with a rush in 
the second. He sent left to the face, a 
left and right uppercut to the jaw and 
a right and left swing to the body, but 
as he delivered the iast blow he caught 
a swinging right hook on the chin.

Hole in Peachtree Asphalt 
‘Causes Accident

Was Thrown from His Automobile. 
Wheels of Machine Ran Into Rut 
in Asphalt Pavement — Acci- 
dent Occurred Between Cain 
and Harris Streets. 


Dr. C. E,. Murphey, one of the most 
prominent physicians of Atlanta, was the 
victim of a serious accident last night 
on account of the terrible condition of 
the asphalt pavement on Peachtree street. 
He was thrown from his automobile be- 
cause the wheels of the machine ran 
into a hole in the gtreet, and he now 
lies at his home itn a precarious con- 
dition. 

This is the first serious accident charged 
up to the asphalt pavement on Peacheree 
street, but it will probably not be the 
last, unless something is done at once to 
put the street in a good condition. 

That Dr. Murphey was not killed is 
wondered at by those who went to the 
scene of the accident, and if his fall had 
proved fatal, the Peachtree pavement 
would have had a human life as a sac- 
rifice, 

The accident occurred on Peachtree be- 
tween Cain and Harris streets at ten 
minutes before I! o’clock. At that point 
on Peachtree the asphalt pavement is 
in very bad condition and in one place 
a deep rut had been worn. Recently 
somebody tried to fill the rut with gravel, 
taken from the site of the new Baptist 
church. 

As Dr. Murphey was returning home 
last night alone in his automobtle the 
wheels of his car struck the rut, and 
he was unable to guide it. The auto- 
mobile swerved to one side and struck 
the curbing. Dr. Murphey was hurled 
headforemost from his seat and he struck 
with great force upon the pavement. 

Bicycle Officer Moss was near the scene 
and he and several citizens picked Dr. 


|Murphy up and placed him in a cab. 


The cab was driven as quickly as possi- 
ble to Dr. Murphey’s residence, 342 Jack- 
son street, and Dr. R. R. Kime was sume 
moned to attend the injured man. 

It was found that he had recejved se- 
vere bruises about the head and body, 
and it is feared he has been internally 
injured, as he suffered from nausea. 

The accident, it is said, was caused 
entirely to the condition of the asphalt 
pavement on Peachtree street, as Dr. 
Murphey was not going at a high rate 
of speed. | 

This pavement is a portion of the as- 
phalt on Peachtree about which so much 
has been said and written recently, and 
which Alderman Terry thinks does not 
need any immediate attention.

Origin of Trouble. 

The first assistant teacher in the pub-

A few nights since a party of young 
folks of Magee, four gentlemen and four 
young ladies, Miss Fleming being one of 
the latter number, went on a moonlight 
picnic party to McNair springs, several 
miles from town. They were accompa- 
nied by Mrs. J. E. Woodward, a popular 
young matron of tne community, as 
chaperon. The party remained at the 
resort several hours, the evening's recre- 
ation being followed by a luncheon, and 
did not reach home until shortly after 
midnight. 

Ugly Rumors Afloat. 

On the following day some very ugly 
stories were set afloat among the vil- 
lage gossips, reflecting most seriously 
on the honor and cnastity of the young 
Badies. The story spread, as such things 
e@lways do, and on the foilowing Monday 
Professor Woodward, principal of the 
public school, was surprised to receive 
the following note hearing the signature 
ef Mrs. J. D. Wilkinson, who is now 
under arrest on the cnarge of criminal 
libel:

WATSON SPEAKS 
INTHE WINDY CIT 


Populist Candidate Makes Bit- 
ler Atlack on Parker 


Says Democratic Candidate’s Silence 
Means That He Is Controlled 
by @orporations and Does 
Not Talk for Fear of 
Offending Bosses. 


Chicago, October 10.—Thomas FE. Wat- 


son, nominee of the people’s party for 


president, spoke here tonight to an audi- 
ence which filled the Princess rink to 
Overflowing. The polictes of both the 
republican and democratic parties were 
Scored bitterly by Mr. Watson, and his 
declarations were received with enthusi- 
asm. Mr. Watson spoke in part as fol- 
lows: 

“The most striking feature of the pres- 
ent campaign is that there was more en- 
ergy displayed in obtaining nominations 
than there has been tn gecuring elections. 
In Judge Parker’s campaign parficularly 
there was ten times more industry, earn- 
estness, systematic effort put forth to 
have him named for the head of the 
democratic ticket than is now being 
used to have him elected president. This 
is certainly a very peculiar sftuation. It 
requires explanation. How aré we to ex- 
plain it? It is that the corporation in- 
fluences which control the republican 
party desires to perpetuate that system. 
To do this, they must, if possible, secure 
control of the democratic organization. 
Naturally they go about this in the 
cheapest, most certain manner, and that 
consists of purchasing the delegates who 
make the nomination rather than pur- 
chase the voters who roll up the major- 
ities. These corporation influences to 
which Parker owes his nomination were 
hell-bent on thhaving him nominated, but 
it is a matter of indifference to them 
whether he be elected or not. Standing 
on the kind of platform that he stands 
on, controlled by the kind of influences 
that control him, his election would mean 
the continued existence of the system 
just as the election of Roosevelt would. 

“If Roosevelt be elected, the system 
stands pat. If Parker is elected, the 
system is not hurt. In efther event, cor- 
porate wealth wins the ballot. In this 
way, and in no other, -can be explained 
the curious fact that Belmont, the 
Standard Oil Company and kindred com- 
binations of capital, spent more money 
and put forth more effort to nominate 
Parker than they are now putting forth 
to elect him. 

“One of the great sources of trouble 
at present is that the people do not in- 
itiate any policies, do no! initiate any 
laws, do not nominate any candidates, 
do not frame any platforms. They are 
only asked to submit to the law after it 


has been made, support the platform af- | 


ter it has been framed, vote for the 
nominee after he has been chosen. Polit- 
ically and financially the country is gov- 
erned on the star-chamber system. The 
secret back-room committee, politically 
and financially, ig absolutely controlling 
the legislation and the destiny of the re- 
public. and the reins of power have pass- 
ed from the hands of the people almost 
entirely.

The appointment {s temporary, and 
George B. ‘Cortelyou will succeed to the 
Office about January !, Mr. 


Chief Clerk John J. Hawley, of the first 
assistant’s office, will become acting first 
assistant, and no new appointment to 
that place will be made. Mr. Wynne was 
inducted into his new office this after- 
noon, 

The appointment of Mr. Wynne as a 
member of the prestdent’s cabinet was 
not unexpected by those in close touch 
with the situation. It was desirable that, 
as the appointment was to be only tem- 
porary, the man selected should be fa- 
millar with the business of the depart- 
ment, and that it would be better for 
the affairs of the department to be di- 
rected by a postmaster general than by 
merely an acting official. In addition to 
these reasons, the president desired, by 
appointing Mr. Wynne, thus to seal with 
approval his conduct of the business of 
the first assistant postmaster generars 
Office, 

Mr. Wynne was appointed first assist- 
ant postmaster general on April 17, 1902. 
He had not been in the office of the first 
assistant many months before he became 
convinced that some of the affairs of the 
department were not being conducted 
honestly. He obtained definite informa- 
tion bearing upon the matter. This he 
laid before Postmaster General- Payne 
and the president. After a cursory in- 
quiry, the president and Mr. Payne de- 
cided to order an investigation.

Tacoma Compan,’. Notifies Govern- 
ment of Seizure of Mails. 
Washington, October 10.—Official notice 
was received today by the postoffice de- 
partment in a telegram from Dodwell 
& Co., of Tacoma, Wash., that they de- 
cline to carry the United States mails 
during the remainder of the Russo-Japa- 
nese war on account of the seizure of the 
mails on the steamer Calchas, which sail- 
ed from Tacoma early in July.

The siege may be lifted in a measure by a victory in the federal courts which 
leaves unquestioned the right of the state railway commission to regulate 
intrastate rates, but the outcome of the litigation there pending is problemat- 
ical at best, and the time thus consumed is certain to have the effect of hope 
deferred, whatever the ultimate outcome. 

The situation is one that demands the fertility of resource for which 
Atlanta in the past has been famed. It-is a situation for expedients and not

This may be no new project: in- 
deed, it may be an old Atlanta dream that many of our citizens have come to 
regard as made of “such stuff as dreams are made of.” They may enter- 
tain memories none too sweet of other open sea railway projects of other 
days that left financial sfeletons to bleach along their iridescent trail. 
Having read thus far, the reader may even now be shaking his head. 

But The Constitution would present this old friend. in a new face. Tha 
mutations of time and circumstgnce can work miracles in the destiny of 
cities as of men. What was impracticable and impossible yesterday may 
be practical and possible today. 

Look at the accompanying map. Study it well. Note an already con- 
structed railway from Cuthbert, Ga., to the port of Carrabelle, Fla. This 
line, the Georgia, Florida and Alabama railroad, is about 170 miles long 
and it is an independent line. It covers substantially one-half of the dis- 
tance between Atlanta and the gulf. This road is now reaching toward 
Columbus. 

Look at the map again, following the dotted lines, from Columbus to 
St. Andrew’s Bay. They represent a projected railway for which a charter 
has been granted by the states of Alabama and Florida. This proposed line, 
with reasonable help, will be built within the next few years. It is snbeeved 
to follow the Chattahoochee valley from Columbus to St. Andrew’s Bay, west 
of Apalachicola, on the Florida coast. | 

Somewhere, not a great distance from the mouth of the Chattahoochee 
river, a great port of exit and entry is going to spring up as the result of 
wedding the Atlantic to the Pacific, through the Panama canal.

Board of Trustees of the Soldiers’ 


Home Will Take the Matter Up 
at Its Meeting Tomorrow.

- Out of 112 inmates in the Soldiers’ 
home, about eight are considered chronic 
Or habitual drunkards, and drunkards 
Of a type who give so much trouble 
that Superintendent Buoy thinks they 
Ought to be sent away. 

Superintendent Buoy will make a sen- 
sational and an urgent report to the 
board of trustees along this line when 
they hold their quarterly meeting to- 
morrow. The quarterly meeting of the 
home was to have been held on October 
5, but owing to the fact that that was 
election day, it was postponed until to- 
morrow. 

The inmates of the Soldiers’ home are, 
@s a rule, a good class of citizens, and 
it is only this small minority that gives 
@ny serious trouble. The superintend- 
ent will present the facts to show that 
this turbulent minority not only give 
the officials of the home trouble, but 
they also interfere with the rest of the 
inmates, who desire to spend a quiet 
and peaceable existence there for the 
remainder of their lives. 


Not long ago two inmates of the home | 


who came from Chatham county, be- 
came intoxicated, and, returning to the 
home, engaged in a rough and tumble 
fight, “breaking up the furniture,” so 
to speak. ‘They were sent back to Sa- 
Vannah. In other cases ft has become 


“necessary to confine offenders in the po- 


lice station until they could get s0- 
ber. 

If al] of these objectionable characters 
were removed from the home, there 
would stil] be more than !00 inmates 
left, so that it is clear the trouble 
comes from the few and not from the 
inmates generally.

Biggest Instrument in the 
World Is Put on 
Sale, 


The greatest organ ever bullt has been 
offered through Dr. J. Lewis Browne to 


{the city of Atlanta at a price little more 


than half its actual] cost. 

The wonderful instrument now stands 
in Festival hall on the exposition grounds 
at St. Louis and at the close of the ex- 
position it was to have been transported 
to Kansas City and put up in the big 
auditorium there, for which it was origi- 
nally built. But the Kansas City people 
have been found wanting financially and 
the manufacturers have turned their eyes 
on Atlanta as a possible purchaser. 


turers, a California firm, will receive $15,- 
000 rental from the exposition company, 
making their net outlay about $75,000. 

They are under contract to remove the 
instrument by December I, but as the 
Kansas City purchasers are said to have 
failed to keep their agreement, the manu- 
facturers are in a somewhat serious 
predicament. It will cost $10,000 to move 
the organ and set it up again and thus 
far the owners have not found a pur- 
chaser. 

Dr. Browne was recently in St. Louis 
and gave two recitals on the great organ.

A brief, clear statement of the situa- 
tion at this time, in view of the great 
amount of misunderstanding and misrep- 
sentation that is abroad, would seem de- 
sirable.

The Louisville and Nashville Railroad 
Company is engaged in extensive railroad 
building, which will give Atlanta a new 
through trunk line to Cincinnati on the 
Ohio river, running through the great 
coal fields of Tennessee and Kentucky. 
Not a cent of contribution by way of do- 
nation or subscription to stock has even 
been asked of thig city or this state. For 
years this city has been desiring that 
the Atlanta, Knoxville and Northern 
road should be built into Atlanta. Now 
this is being done by the Louisville and 
Nashville. 

In the course of this work it has ex- 
pended some $600,000 or $700,000 for 
real estate in and adjacent to Atlanta, 
which has contributed more than any 
Other one thing to the fine prosperity 
and rea] estate market we are’now en- 
joying. 

Early in this present city administra- 
tion a petition was filed asking amongst 
Other things that Waverly place be 
moved south some 29 or 30 feet, in or- 
der to accommodate the building of com- 
modjious and ample terminal facilities 
for the dispatch of the road’s business, 
and the accommodation of the shipping 
public.

for the interstate commerce law. I told 
them then that the passage of that law 
woud have two inevitable results—one 
would be to consolidate al] the inde- 
pendent lines in this country into a few 
great systems; the other would be to 
work to fhe great injury and hurt of 
Atlanta in the matter of freight rates. I 
claim no superior knowledge or foresight 
in this matter, but I was acting upon 
the information of the ablest railroad 
expertg then in this country, who said 
that Atlanta being farthest away from 
the points that had water competition, 
and farthest away from the gateways 
upon which rates are based, would in- 
evitably suffer from the provisions of this 
interstate law. 

Feeling was up then, and the reply 
was that the railroads could have plaus- 
ible talks made by their attorneys—that 
this commercial body knew what it want- 
ed, and petitioned Mr. Hammond to vofe 
for the bill. It passed congress, became 
a law, and the same body in the city of 
Atlanta was the first in the country to 
petition for the suspension of its pro- 
visions. Atlanta has been suffering from 
that law ever since it was passed, and 
will continue to suffer as long as it 
exists as a law. 

High and Low Rates. 

Now, listen, it is not a proposition of 
whether the rate is high or low that 
affects Atlanta so seriously. That ques- 
tion is serious to the railroad, because 
when it gets down too low It confiscates 
its property, but with the city it is a 
question of comparative rates with other 
points—and if by any sort of power of 
coercion you can force down the inter- 
state rate to Atlanta, this 
commerce law inevitably will follow it 
up by forcing down the relative rate to 
these other points set closer to water 
competition, and you will have the same 
relative disadvantage that yOu have now. 
The only difference will be that you will 
have confiscated to that extent the prop- 
erty of the railroads. 

The present movement Goes not appeal 
to the enforcement of law, but.is an 
effort to secure relief in spite of the law. 
It igs an effort to secure relief against the 
provisions of the interstate law, and in 
spite of the constitution and laws of the 
United States. Some of the _ interests 
most vehemently supporting it proceed 
like a great big leather-headed mad bull, 
that just shuts his eyes and butts through 
an evergreen hedge to find that he is 
up against a rock wall. 

Relief lies in an intelligent effort to 
or amend this provision of the
